Last week two cases of 
DDT residue in milk were 
reported, and the depart- 
ment banned the milk from 
market pending further 
tests. Wednesday the Mil- 
waukee health department 
confirmed that three more 
cases were found. 

State law forbids any adul- 
teration of milk, so the 
farmers are dumping thou- 
sands of pounds of milk dai- 
ly while they wait lor their 
milk to be cleared again. 
They are losing an average 
of $40 to $60 gross a day. 

“We can’t sell these cattle 
or the milk and we have the 
same work load that we had 
before, but we’ve got no in- 
come now,” said one dairy- 
man, whose 40 head produce 
about 1,100 pounds of milk 
daily. 
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
